1 . Claims 1-4 are allowed over the cited prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record disclose or teach a digital DC-DC converter using a delta-sigma 
modulator for converting a feedback voltage corresponding to the output voltage of the 
conversion portion to a 1-bit digital voltage according to the preset reference voltage 
and a delay controller for controlling a high level delay time according to the number of 
logic 1's counted by the counter and transferring a PWM signal having the controlled 
high level delay time to the PWM generator.
